There  are  four  District  Nufsos,  throe  of  whom  are  Q,ualifiGd 
Midwives,  provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  of  Fleet 
and  Crookham;  no  contributions  <a3?e  made  by  the  Local  Authority,

The  first  part  of  the  extension  scheme  at'“'tho  local  Hospital  - 
a public  ward  of  14  beds  and private  wards  - was  completed  in 
1937,  The  Hospital  new  contains  29  bods  (9  male,  14  female  and 
6 children's)  and  5 private  wards,  and  provides  treatment  for 
Medical  and  Surgical  cases  and  a separate  children's  warde  A 
financial  contribution  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority, 

The  Hospital  provides  adequate  servico  for  the  District  and 
is  thoroughly  up-to-date  in  all  departments ; it  is  well  equipped 
for  Surgical,  Ophthalmic,  Aural  and  General  Work,  Massage  is  also 
provided,

Infectious  cases  are  treated  at  Aldershot  Civil  Isolation 
Hospital  under  a joint  scheme,.  Small  Pox  Hospitals  are  provided 
by  the  County  Authority, 

Tuberculbsls  cases  are  referred  to  the  County  Authority  for 

Sanatorium,  or  in  the  case  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  Hospital  j 

treatment,  ' '

Abnormal  Maternity  cases  are  treated  by  the  Consulting 
Gynaoctlogist  at  the  local  Hospital,  . : 

Services  for  Puerperal  Fever,  Mental ‘Doficioncy,  Ophthalmia. 
Neonatorum,  Venoroal  Disease  and  Mental  Disoa,se  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council, 

There  is  a Clinic  for  Venereal  Disease  at  Aldershot,  which  is 
easy  of  access,  . ' ' ' 

The  prophylactic  inoculation  of  infants  and  children  against 
Diphtheria,  which  is  provided  free  of  cost  by  the  Council^  has 
resulted  in  361  children  being  treated. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occiirred  during  the  year, 

Very  few  cases  of  Scabies  occurred  and  no  cases  of  Venereal 
Disease  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Pathological  work  is  done  at  Winchester,  both  for  the  ' 

district  and  also  for  Hospital  oases,  ' - 

When  desired  the  assis'^ance  of  the  County  Authority  is 
available  for  the  investigation  of  Maternal* Mortality  and  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever, 

Unmarried  Mothers  are  provided  for  by  the  County  Council, 

The  Civil  Defence  Ambulances  are  available  for  the 
conveyance  to'Hospital  or  elsewhere  of  all  non-infectious.  cases: 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Farnborou^  U,D,  C,  infectious  cases 
are  conveyed  to  Hospital  by  that  Authority's  Ambulances, 

There  is  a Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  much  approciatod  and  very  well 
attended. 


SANITARY  CIRGUMSTANCEa  OF  THE  AREA, 


1,836  out  of  2,336  houses  in  the  District  are  now  connected 
"with  the  I\fe.in  Sewerage  System,  No  further  comment  is  necessary 
as  things  have  not  changed  materially  since  the  last  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  ef  Health* 

The  housing  shortage  then  referred  to  still  exists  and  is 
even  mere  acute. 


The  So.nitary  Inspector,  Mr  C’oH.  Longhurstj,  in  spite  of 
the  many  calls  of  A,R,Pc  and  Civil  Defence  work  on  his  time, 
-carried  out  his  duties  with  marked  keenness  and  efficiency.
